KIEV (Russia) Jen. 20.—Wait- 
till we get our chance,” say the old 
Russians, grimly.

The teaching of 
Hebrew is a crime: the religious 
schools, the Chedar-Orim and the 
Yeshibot have been closed by the 
government. Zionism, the dream 
of many quiet sons of Israel, is here 
treated as treason, and being under 
suspicion of being a Zionist is 
enough to iImsure for a man the 
prompt and firm attention of the 
political police. 

Western Ukrainia contains part 
of the ol4 pale, where the Jews 
were forced to live in czarist days, 
the greater part of Russia then be- 
ing closed to them. Here are great

| munities that are entirely Jewish: 
‘large agricultural colonies; Niko- 
laivek, Khersonkovska and LEtka- 
teroslaveka—built up from inhos- 
pitable and infertile desert soil by 
Jewish industry.

WHOLESALE MURDERS 
“The pogroms of 1919-20 were 
more terrible than anything we 
knew in 1906," said Mr. Ebstein of 
the Yrupsk committee. “Petlura, 
the rebel White leader, slew Jewish 
cormmunities wholesale, destroving 
entire villages. Denikine’s chiefs 
specialized not #0 much in killing 
as tin violating Jewish women. In 
Drobhnobsky seventy-five Jews were 
buried alive. I have talked with 
the men who saw the thing done.” | 
Macknaw,. the anarchist sechool- 
master who fought, now with the 
Whitee and now with the Reds. and 
for months at a time ruled a large 
part of South Russia, never was 
backward in killing Jews. In 
Elizabetherad alone, while_he held 
power there. 3900 people were 
killed in the last three days of May. 
1919. Im the region around Kiev 
half a million Jews suffered during 
the uprisings. Of these 200.000 
were killed and 180,000 children 
were Teft o ns, more than half 
of these losing both parents. 
The Jews naturally were inclined 
to sympathize strongly with the 
evist government. The revo- 
lution was their charter of free- 
dom. It enabled them to travel 
where they wouldin Ruesia, like 
other men. It opened the univer- 
sities and the learned professions 
to them. The Bolshevist authori- 
ties armed Jewish villagers to en- 
able them to defend themselves, 
and in many cases disfrmed their 
Christian neighbors.

While I was trying for a suit- 
able parachute adjustment Lieut.

Lieut Fairchild flew directly to- 
ward me as if he were firing at 
me with his forward guns. As hd 
approached me he turned to one 
side in order to give me an op- 
portunity to close in on his tail, 
as he desired to see whether it 
was possible for him, with his ex- 
cess speed, to run away from the 
Loening. He assumed a dive of 
about five degrees below the hori- 
zontal with full power, and I fol- 
lowed at about 150 feet behind 
him. We were going south to- 
ward the center of the city, and, 
when about one half a mile from 
the center of town, Lieut. Fairchild 
began a very slight turn to the 
left. I was not watching my air- 
speed indicator, but Lieut. Fair- 
child told me later that he looked 
at his airspeed indicator, which 
showed i150 miles per hour. in 
consequence, I was going about 
that speed when he began his turn. 

I learned what a real earthquake 
means. Those of you who have 
ventured one know what I mean 
when I say the first vibrations of 
the airplane were exacily like the 


heavy tremors of an earthquake.

MUST SLOW SPEED | 
I knew the only possible way I 
could control this oscillation was to 


slow the speed of the airplane 
down so that I could overcome the 
tremendous air force on the 
allerons by my control force, so I 
immediately closed the throttle and 
started to climb. By this time, 
however, the alleron whip had be- 
come so great that the wing struc- 
ture had been torn apart internal- 
ly. So it was impossible for me 
to contro] the aileron action, a6 
the wings themselves had begun to 
ripple in the wind and the aileron 
oscillations became extremely vio- 
lent. | 

As soon as! had determined that 
it was impossible for me to regain 
control of the airplane, I opened 
my parachute. 

The plane was failing at an angle 
of about 25 or 30 degrees, with the 
horizontal, and portions of the 
structure were blowing off the 
wings. All that was necessary for 
me to do was to release my safety 
belt, whch held me in the cock- 
pit, and climb onto the fuselage. 
tremendous wind pressure, 
probably at a velocity of 250 miles 
per hour, blew me clear of the air- 

plane. 

After -leaving the airplane, I 
looked down at my feet to help my 
hand to locate the parachute re- 
lease ring, and realized that in- 
stead of looking down I was look- 
ing up and that my feet were 
pointing to the sky and my head 
toward the ground. Three times

PICKED LANDING SPOT 
I then looked down again to see 
just where I was going to land. I 


remembered that the proper thing 
to do in landing was to pul! one’s 
legs up as if one were about to 
land on the ground after jump- 
ing off a high board fence. I also 
remembered that by grasping the 
parachute webbing with the arms, 
additional assistance could be se- 
cured in retarding the shock of 
landing. The sense of relative mo- 
tion between the parachute jump- 
er and the ground is very small, 
and until one is quite close to the 
ground he is not sure just where 
he is going to land. I saw beneath 
me a number of small houses and 
some trees, and I had no desire to 
land in either one, but did not 
know what to do about it. A man 
was running toward me on the 
ground and at the last moment I 
saw that he would arrive under a 
grape arbor at the same time I 
arrived on top of it. 

As soon as I saw the grape ar- 
bor, I was very well satisfied, as 
I knew the frail laths of which it 
was built would easily give way 
and break my fall to the ground. 
I landed in the backyard at 337 
Troy street, the residence of Mr. 
Dan Barec. [The airplane fell 
about a block away.

Hermit is Charged With

The second slaying within a 
week attributed by officers to boot- 
leg whisky, cost the life at Bl 
Monte yesterday of James F. 
Barry, 52 years of age, a Mexican. 
In jail on suspicion of man- 
slaughter. is Francisco Martinez, 
patriarchal bootlegger suspect, 
who is more than 70 years old and 
has lived the life of a hermit in 
the San Gabriel Wash for a score 
of years.

A still, several barrela of mash 
and several bottles of liquor were 
found in Martinez’s lonely cabin, 
the officers assert.

Accord- 
ing to the old man’s story he of- 
fered to sell Barry a revolver for 
$20. put the gun in his 
pocket d then Martinez showed 
him his own weapon. While they 
were examining it, it went off and 
the bullet struck Barry in the 
neck, cutting his jugular vein, the 
hermit said. He died tn a few 
minutes. 

Witnesses to the shooting, the 
officers say, told stories varying 
from this.

Dr. BE. E. Helms, pastor of the 
First Methodist Church, “gave his

On Two-Man System but 
One Out of Every 125,000 


Passengers is Hurt 


Los Angeles Railway records for 
1922, furnished the national rail- 
way organization in its survey, 
show that one passenger out of 
every °126,000 riding two-man 
cars suffered boarding or alight- 
ing accident, while’ one out of 
every 2,260,000 riding one-man 
safety care suffered a similar ac- 
cident. Considering that almost 
all step accidents are injury acci- 
@ents, this is regarded as a good 
showing. 

In terms of passengers carried 
and miles operated, the safety cars 
maintained a good record. The 
Griffith and Griffin line, which op- 
erates on Spring street, is credit- 
ed with 3.48 per cent of the total 
mileage of the system. It carried 
2.17 per cent of the total num- 
ber of passengers in 1922; but #& 


produced only .88 per cent of the 
total passenger accidents 

The total mileage for one-man 
cars during the year was 2,056.,- 
544 miles. which is 7 per cent of 
the total for al lines. They car- 
ried 6.95 r cent of the total pae- 
sengers, but produced only 1.464 
per cent of passenger injuries in 


all classes of accidenta. 


An average of one injury for 
every 787,847 passengers is the 
safety-car record for 1922. Con- 
trast this with the autormobile-ac- 
cident record of the police depart- 
ment showing one person in every 


2500 killed in Los Angeles during) 


1922 and one can sed why the yel- 
low-car-system is proud of such a 
record and why officiale do not 
scowl even when the one-man cre- 
ations are called names. 

The general findings are that 
the one-man safety car has shown 
improvement over cars of other 

by reducing step accidents 
te a minimum. About 60 per cent 
of the accidents on the Los Ange- 
les Railway are step accidents and 
in most cases they involve person- 
a] injury.
